EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Regarding tine traversal of the Restriction Requirement of 9/3/08 in tine Response 
of 10/2/08, the argument was insufficient in recognizing the special technical feature 
common to all grouped claims. Merely arguing that the groups I and II are not 
independent does not amount to a complete traversal. Furthermore because applicant 
did not petition the finality of the requirement as per 37 CFR 1.143, claims 13-6 and 30 
are considered finally and properly withdrawn.
